War Preparations Seing Actively 
Carried on in India. __ 

Rawv. Prxpt, April 6.—A grand review 
of all the British and native troops here 
took place in the presence of Abdurrah- ~ 
man, the Ameer of Afghanistan, Earl Duf- 
ferin, Viceroy of India, and all the native | 
chiefs, with their .brilliantly uniformed 
staffs. The march’past the point of re- 
view occupied two hours. The troops pre-_ * 


sented a splendid appearance, and lak 
parade was one of the finest spectacles 
ever beheld in India. The Ameer was 
brofoundly impressed by the ceremony ~ 
with the power and glory of England. 
Earl Dufferin gives a grand banquet in 
honor of Abdurrahman to-night. The 
immediate completion of the railway to 
Quetta has been ordered. ‘The Maharajah 
of Nepant has offered the services of 15,- 
000 picked Goorkahs, who, he says, are 
ready to march: under British officers 
across the frontier intservice ef the Queen 
on the receipt of a telegram from the Viee- 
roy, asking them to do so, The Maha: 
rajah has tendered every assistance in his 
power for the purpose of recruiting native 
troops for service against Russia.

‘The World’s Exposition. 


May 7th has been fixed as ‘**Califor- 
nia Day’’ at the World’s Exposition, 
and the Director says arrangements 
have been made with. the railroad com- 
panies to charge lower rates of fare 
than ‘‘ever heretofore given,’’ and in- 
vites intending visitors to make up ex- 
cursion parties for the trip. to New Or- 
leans, with the added assurance that 
‘‘go0d and ample accommodations at 
reasonable rates’’ will be provided. 

California has already made a de- 
cided impression at the fair, and we 
anticipate for the State a marked 
triumph on the ‘‘Day’’ specially set 
apart for our people to ‘‘throw’’ them- 
selves. (Let us hope that San Jose, 
too, will be-on hand to show her agility. ) 

It bas for some time been known 
that, whatever may have been the suc- 
cess of the Exposition as a show, it 
has proved a total financial failure. 
None of the money advanced to aid the 
enterprise by the United States Gov- 
ernment—a. million dollars, more or 
less—will ever be repaid. The New 
Orleans Times-Democrat of the 24th 
ult., speaking of the income, says: 
“‘Notwithstanding a wet Saturday, 
the attendance at the Exposition 
showed an improvement over previ- 
ous ones, the reccipts being $32,- 
502, as against $30,328 the 
previous week and- $26,417 the week 
avterior to that. ‘This indicates a daily 
average pay attendance of about 14,000. 
Although growing. the growth is very 
slow.. When we remember that there 
are less than ten weeks left—only 
sixty-eight days, including the rainy 
ones—it is evident that but a small pro- 
portion of the American people will 
have seen this great Exposition.”” The 
failure of the Exposition. is said to be 
due largely to local mismanagement, 
which, according to,numerous accounts, 
received {rom visitors and through the 
press, has been flagrant and conspicu- 
ous. It appears that there is in New 
Orleans a marked distrust of and 
strong antipathy to Director General 
Burke, wbo is known as a local 
politician of the ‘“‘boomer”’ type, with 
pronounced ring connections, Indeed, 
so strong is the opposition to him 
among citizens o! the Crescent Oty_and 
the State of Louisiana, as we have been 
assured personally by a coast journalist 
recently returned from the Exposition, 
that, outside of the corrupt political 
ring of which Burke is the head-centre, 
the feeling is strong and general that 
they would rather see the Exposition fai! 
altogether than have its success fasten 
the objectionable Director-General upon 


‘the city and State permanentiy. This 


state of things is unfortunate. That an 
enterprise which deserved to succed 
upon its merits should be crippled by 
mismanagement and local dissensions 
should be peculiarly mortifying to New 
The Govern- 
ment and the States generally have 
done their part to make the enterprise 
a success, but the city and people *most 
immediately concerned have been leth-

The Law of the Case. 
To the Editor of the Times—Srr: 
Permit me, through the columus of 
your paper, to say a few words regard- 
ing the malicious prosecution of the 
City Council against the Chief of 
Police, E. McCarthy. I will admit, for 
argument sake, that the charges pre- 
ferred against him have some founda- 


tion and that he deserves to be put on 
trial, but as American citizens we must 
grant every mao, no matter how hum- 
ble, a fair and impartial trial. Every 
corporation is governed by some perma-— 
nently established laws, and its pros- 
perity depends on the strict observance 
of these laws. A law can be construed 
in a two-fold manner, to wit: its true 
intention and meaning, in which case it 
becomes «# construction; or it may be 
construed to favor those interested, or 
become the means of oppression; in 


The law says charges shall be referred 
toacommiuttee. The committee can 
not change the title or subject of the 
matter before them, but otherwige have 
full power over it. If it be a written 
matter, the writing must. be vonsidered 
bythem. A committee has no right to 
amend, add or erase anything from a 
paper belonging to the main body. 

The committee has only a ministerial 
duty to perform, to take evidence and 
report on the evidence. The commit- 
tes act as prosecutors and subsequently 
as judges; therefore the case cannot be 
presented by counsel. The accused 
has the right of counsel, and the doc- 
trine expressio unius exclusio allerious, 
must apply in this case, The com- 
mittee on charges shall not act as wit- 
nesses, nor shall any member of the 
comunittee act as counsel, and the coun- 
cil or judges should certainly not act as 
prosecutors. Laws are made for bene- 
ficial purposes, and those who claim 
the benefit of the law must conform to 
its requirements.

We produced 6,000,000 gallons of wine, 
a gain of 25 per cent.

The 
boom in real estate has had the effect of 
placing rents much beyond their real 
value, which, must sooner or later be re- 
duced. | 


One object of our combined action 


should be to protect our interests in the 
hand of National, State and Municipal 
legislative bodies. Their tendency ap- 
pears to bein favor of monopolies and 
against the individual; in favor of the 
strong, and against the weak. Our City 
Council appear:to be doing what they can 
in that direction against you. As a sam- 
ple, you are not permitted to keep coal oil 
enough to supply a small retail store, 
without violating an ordinance, while they 
grant the great oil monopoly the privilege 
of keeping any quantity on their premises, 
which is an attempt to prevent you from 
importing the article, and compelling you 
to buy in small quantities of this great 
monopoly. Should you dig a hole in your 
own sidewalk, or leave a package upon it 
for afew hours, you are liable to arrest 
and fine. On the other hand, a great 
monopoly is protected by our City Fathers 
in coming on to your walk, tearing it up, 
and erecting a telephone pole, be it ever 
so large, and however it may discommode 
you, and leaving it there at will, while 
you are paying high rents to make, say a 
few hundred dollars per month. This 
same corporation is granted the free use 
of allin the power of our Council for 
nothing, while you are taxed in licenses 
about $50,000 a year; and this same pet 
pays not one cent of it. These discrimi- 
nations are more or less extended to other 
corporations, such as railroads, street-car 
lines, electric light companies, telegraph 
companies, etc. Seemingly the greatest 
favors are granted to merchants of other 
cities, non-residents, and those of greater 
wealth. | 

The report closes with an expression 
of thanks by Mr. Gibson to his co-labor- 
ers in the Board for their able assistance, 
intelligent direction and kindness to 
him. | :

They have drawn many doc- 
uments for Board members, and en- 


deavored as far as possible to dispatch 


all business promptly. 

The attorneys congratulate the Board 
members that the proceedings in all 
these insolvency cases have been impar- 
tial, and all the members have cheer- 
fully abided by its decisions except in 
one case, and in this case the member 
who attempted to secure all the prop- 
erty, to the exclusion of other creditors, 
was promptly suspended. 
‘The report urges harmony of action 
in the Board and suggests that in all 
suits where it is possible ouly one 
action be bruught, thus saving much of 
the enormous expense. As far as possi- 
ble all claims should be assigned to one 
creditor, and then ope attachment can 
be made to cover all cases. Whena 
debtor is discovered to be in a failing 
condition, combined action on the part 
of his creditcrs will secure from him an 
assignment for the benefit of those to 
whom he is indebted. This is the least 
expensive avd most expeditious method 
of handling an insolvent estate. No 
honest debtor intelligent enough to 
realize that bis personal condition will 
not allow him to continue in business, 
will refuse to assign on the demand of 
those who have trusted him for his 
stock in trade. ; 

The report continues with the state- 
ment that cases will occur where fraud 
will be attempted by the debtor. Such 
must be dealt with immediately and 
without regard to expense. One fraud 
detected and punished is wholesome 
discipline for a commercial community. 
The attorneys conclude their report 
by urging the Board to continue the 
struggie fora U. 8. District Court for 
Southern California which would afford 
creditors more ample relief, and by an 
acknowledgment ‘of the pleasant rela- 
tions which have existed between them 
and the officers and members of the 
Board. 

Mayor Spence rose to criticize a por- 
tion of President Gibson’s address re- 
lating to the taxing of the franchise of 
the city street railroads. He said he 
considered it unjust. Mr. Gibson re- 
plied that no injustice was intended. 
He believed that the franchises were 
not taxed for one-half or one third of 
what they were worth. 

Some further discussion occurred, 
and Mr. Spence finally ealled Mr. Gib- 
son’s attention to his recent message to 
the Council, in which he urged that the 
assessment of property be made more 
carefully aud fairly. He offered to send 
a copy of the message to the President. 
A member moved that a copy of Mr. 
Gibson’s address be sent to the Mayor, 
andthe whole matter ended with a 
laugh all around.

Commissioner of Immigration Rust 
presented a report of what he has ac- 
complished during the short period he 
has been in office. He has collected 
$320 in subscriptions, and answers 
regularly the letters of inquiry, which 
are considerable. He is also engaged 
in collecting and preparing information 
which will be published in con- 
nection with the annual re- 
port of the Board of Trade. From 
‘the letters he is receiving he 
believes that a large immigration of per- 
sons able to develop Southern Califor- 
nia is assured if the proper steps are 
taken to encourage such settlers. He 
-believes that the society should princi- 
pally interest itself in encouraging men 
of means, and is satisfied that much 
good wiil result well-directed 
action. He closes with the statement 
that he 1s about to send a circular letter 
to each newspaper in Southern Califor- 
nia asking for information concerning 
the resources, etc., of the various por.
